Standpatter Beats Norris. 

As a genera! proposition it had been under- 
stood the indo ut of county option and 
of “insurgency were supported by the 
same people. In consequence when at the 
opening of the convention at noon United 
States Senator Norris Brown, a “ stand- 
patter,” was chosen permanent chairman 
over Congressman George W. Norris, a lead- 
er in “insurgency,” by an overwhelming 
vote, the rank and file of the county option- 
ists * began to fear for the fate of their pet 
resolution.

Near the close of the convention Congress- 
man Norris offered the foliowing resolution:

CUMMINS IN KANGAS SPEECH 
ASSAILS b. S. STEEL TRUST. 


Iowa Senator Attacks Merger of Car- 
negie Company with Corporation and 
Makes Charge of Overvaluation. 


Olathe, Kas., July 26.—Senator Cummins, 
of Iowa, in an address here today, attacked 
the United States Steel corporation. It was 
the last speech of his present K. tour. 

Immediately after he had finished speak- 
ing the senator left for his home in Des 
Moines. He said he would fill no more speak- 
ing dates between now and August 2. The 
heat and the strenuous work of the campaign 
in Kaneas have sapped the senator's 
strength, and he has gone home to rest for a 


Tou will remeniber that in 1001 the Car- 
negie company of Pittsburg sold its plant 
to the United States Steel corporation, or- 
ganized that year,“ said the senator in his 
speech. “ The steel corporation paid the Car- 
negie Steel company $500,000,000 for its plant 
and business. Of this incomprehensible sum, 
Andrew Carnegie received $850,000,000 in the 
bonds of the corporation, and his associates 
in business received the remainder. 

“ What was the plam worth? That is not 
@ subject longer in dispute. It has been 
most minutely investigated. The highest 
value any reasonable man would put on it 
in 1901 was $80,000,000, and the United States 
Steel corporation paid to Andrew Carnegie“ 
company $420,000,000 more than it was worth, 
more than would be required to reproduce it 
with every modern improvement known to 
the business. 

“ Now, why did the United States Steel cor- 
poration pay $420,000,000 more for this prop- 
erty than it was worth? I will tell you. It 
examined the books of the Carnegie Steel 
company and there it was shown that over 
a series of years the Carnegie company had 
been making profits that would pay interest 
on $500,000,000. ‘ 

„The United States Steel corporation had 
enough confidence in its own power and in 
the friendship of men Hike Dalizell of Penn- 
sylvania, and Payne of New York, and Ald- 
rich of Rhode Island, and Hale of Maine, and 
Lodge of Massachusetts to be sure that in 
the years to come it would be able to earn 
interest upon the $500,000,000 it was then 
paying to the Carnegie Steel company. This 
is the sole secret of that transaction.” 

Senator Cummins then told of the com- 
pany’s reorganization with a capital of a 
billion and a half of dollars, and said 3800, 
000,000 of this capitalization was pure water. 

Senator Cummins In an interview predicted 
that the progrestive Republicans would con- 
trol the national convention in 1912 and might 
contro] congress before that time.

thelr ingenuity to unravel. 

Henry A. Blair- will return to Chicago 
today from the east, where he has deen 
enjoying a summer vacation, and other east- 
ern financiers are expected to accompany 
him.

That the situation is grave and threatens 
to disrupt the whole plan for merging the 
two companies is not seriously denied by any 
one. Some of the men who have been devot- 
ing their time so assiduously to solving the 
many problems which have arisen still 
hope the difficulties may yet be overcome, 
but even the most sanguine are ready pri- 
vately to concede the chances of bringing 
about consolidation in time to commence re- 
habilitation of the Consolidated’s lines this 
year are almost nil.

Trainloads of Pilgrims, 

All morning long trains loaded with pil- 
grims poured into St. Anne, the Chicago 
delegation, in charge of the Rev. A. L. Ber- 
geron of Notre Dame church, numbering 
1,500.

In fact, a few brillian treaks from the diree- 
tion of Perseus may rhe aa to have heralded 
their approach already, and they give promise 
of an especially fine display. of the true Per- 
seids on the nights of Aug. 10 to 18. 

Nothing spectacular should be expected, but 
it is undoubtedly interesting to watch these 
sudden flashes of ‘light, like distant stars glid- 
dng across the sky, and vanishing as mysteri- 
ously as they appear.

The usual course 
recommended to the observer is to repeat some 
familiar piece of doggerel as rapidly as pos- 
‘gible, beginning when the object first becomes 
visible, and stopping when it explodes or dis- 


appears, noting also the precise. syllable said 
ohen this occurs. By repeating the same sen- 


tence over again before a clock it is possible 
‘to determine within a few tenths of a second 


‘the time oceupied by the meteor’s flight. 


The velocity is usually found to range from 
ten to forty miles a second from the time 
when the meteor first. becomes visible, and 
diminishes to one or two miles a second at the 
time when it disappears, The average velocity 
of a meteor is about twenty-six miles a second. 
When first seen is it usually at an altitude of 
about 100 miles, and disappears at an altitude 


of between five and ten miles, sloping down- ,

nese at the residence of his niece, Mrs. Harry 
Wuson, in Flournoy street. 

“I called at Johnson's place more out of 
curiosity than anything else,“ said Delaney. 
“I wanted to see how the big lad was situated 
at home and I waa surprised at the comfortable, 
not to say elegant, provision he has made for his 
relatives. I was more surprised stil when his 
old mammy told me that every night at 6 o'clock 
Jack called her up over the long distance from 
New York and told her how he wae and how he 
was behaving himself. You've got to give it to 
him for that even if you don't fancy him for a 
champion.“ ; 

Jeff’s Charge Comes Late. 

Delaney had little to say about the recent battle, 
upon the result of which he is credited with exerting 
a great moral influence. He could not believe 
that Jeffries was at this late date taking up the 


dope story, with the start of which he had 


nothing to do and which he tacitly discredited when 
excuses were first put forward for his defeat. 
No,“ he said, ** Jeffries cannot have been quoted 
correctly when he was mede to say that he was got 
at on the eve of battle. 

His firet excuse, the nervous collapse story. 
Was a much better one, and I would rather believe 
that he Is sticking that if he ie talking at all. 
If he is looking for @chance to show that he was 
not. himself that day and needs a battle, as his 
friends suggest. to bring him back to the cham- 
plonship argument, he can win a good bet for 
himself by beating Al Kaufmann, if there is any 
chance of arranging and bringing off a meeting.

I don’t claim 
that it is possible to make Kaufmann as good as 
Johnson is today, but you know how fast these 
colored fellows back up when they start going that 
way, and how quickly prosperity spolis them It 
ig natural to expect Kaufmann to improve as he 
goes on, and that in about three years from now 
he will.meet Johnson coming back this way. 

“I have nothing to do with Kaufmann or any 
other fighter. Aa I said in Oakland. I am through 
with the game. I turned Kaufmann over to Bob 
Deady of Philadelphia. I think Bob is making a 
mistake in putting him up against Langford, as 
he is Hable to leave a bad impression after six 
rounds with that tough customer, although I would 
fancy him to beat Langford over a route even now.

“In the past most people ate dried i 
side dish—the same as one would eat eee 
however, they have come to a realization of their 
food value—of the fact that in this sense they may 
be regarded the same as cereals. 
Present consumption is largely in excess of the 
mew acreage and this accounts for the steady 
advance in prices. Californians who handle the 
fruit have steadily been reaching out. The export 

trade has grown at a remarkable tate. Carload 
| orders have been received from Russia, the Argen- 
tine Republic, and countries where no shipments 
had before been made. While buyers may feel that 
‘the packers’ prices are too high, the demand from 
“outside is as great as that of the foreign market.

I- The. de- 
mand on new lines. of fine and faney ‘cotton 
is goods for next spring is gradually inorces- 


ing. In several quarters ad bookings 
have been decidedly good, many patterns 
‘brough out have taken wen with buyers. 
Sales so far on several prominent lines have 
been in excess of those secured for the corre- 
sponding period last year. On lines of staple 
cotton goods for fall requirements orders 
are coming forward in better volume than 
has been the case in several weeks. Stocks 
on hand with jobbers in various sections are 
not large at the present time, supplies with 
which to fill out fall lines being picked up. 
There is no marked improvement in demand. 
but simply a steady, general improvement. 
Buyers have held off the marke for so long 
on practically all lines of goods that they 
now are finding it necessary to replenish their 
future needs if mex expect to do any early 
fall business. 

The efforts in carthin quarters to create the 
impression that business is beginning to 
boom not only is bound to react on the heads 
of those responsible for such reports but also 
serve to give the wrong idea of existing con- 
ditions, Trade hae been through a Serious 
period during the last four or five months and 
only is just commencing toemerge. The out- 
look for further export business with China 
in the immediate future is by no means 
bright at present. New lines of dress goods 
for next spring are being opened up this week 
and some reductions have been named in sev- 
eral quarters. Buyers are quietly operating 
in the print cloth market, while individual 
sales are not large and demand as a wholeis 
steady. Sellers are putting through sales on 
89 inch 68x72 squares at Sige. Mills are only 
willing to accept small orders on 28 inch 64 
squares at 3&1 and moderate nnn is in 


progress. 


White Goods Prices Favorable. 


Buyers of white goods for spring have been 
operating steadily. They are not plunging, al- 
tho ome sizable orders have been booked in 
spec instances. The prices named are so at- 
tractive that buyere whose hands have been tied 
by merchandise managers have telegraphed for 
releases, as on many lines it is certain that the 
initia] prices will be advanced in the near future. 
The white goods houses have gone a long way in 
favoring the buyer this year, but there is a limit 
to the purses of mills, 

While some buyers are ordering the heavier 
styles of white goods, most buyers are ordering 
the sheer lines, which preponderate in the offer- 

of the best known houses. Some exquisite 
novelties in white cottons are shown in a few 
places and no difficulty has been experienced in 
getting the prices placed upon them. The output 
will be limited and every buyer is not troubled to 
look at the cloths as they are too high priced for 
some. Some novelties in 80s and 1008 combed yarn 
warps with fine satin stripe and cord effects are 


being snapped up. 
Wide Range of Patterns. 


Buyers say there has been no season in their 
recollection when sellers were showing such wide 
ranges of patterns. It is no fault of mills if buy- 
ers are not tempted. While many of the lower 
priced lines are offered in open weaves, the buyers 
are paying morc attention to the higher priced 
cloths of this construction. There is a fear that 
gome of the open woven cloths will not wear well 
and the desire to avoid complaints is general at 
this time. When the demand broadens and the 
limited output is appreciated doubtless the cheaper 
made cloths will find a place. 

The call for fine cotton volles, marquisettes, 
grenadines, sephyrs etc., in white and colors is 
expanding steadily. Some very fine printed voiles 
are shown, and while the prices are fairly 
high the quality of the fabric is thoroughly guar- 
anteed. The variety. of the cheaper sephyrs on 
the market in sample lines is abundant enough to 
suit the most careful buyer. He can have almost 
any weave he seeks 

Swisses are again being ordered freely for the 
coming spring season. Some of the domestic lines 
have been so much improved that foreign low 
priced lines are having a hard time. There is a 
growing demand for fine qualities of stlk and cot- 
ton plaids. 


Silk and Cotton Lines. 


Silk and cotton lines for the new season are being 
shown in the largest houses. Buyers are wary of 
some of them, but others are being bought liber- 
ally. The cutting on these goods was confined this 
season to the wholesale markets, The retailers 
did a profitable business on many of the new silks 
and cottons and they are looking forward to a still 
larger business next season. The large retailers 
who seek exclusive patterns and can get them from 
some mills because of the size of the orders placed 
have been in the market looking around and have 
been making reservations of styles already.
